Princeſs Florisbella Daughter to the Soldan of 
Babylon, | ;

How the Emperour Don Bellaneo married the Princeſs Clarinda, 
Daughter unto Trolejano King of Spain. | 
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Hen the Grecian Monarchy flouriſhed with moſt 
_ glory, triumphing over the greateſt part of Chri- 
ſtendom, as is recorded in the large annual Re- 
giſters of Friſtone (Sur named the VViſe) preſer- 
vers of the never dying and ever memorable Acts of the Worthies 
of his time: There then folely ſwayed the awful imperious Crown 
and Scepter, an Emperor named Don BeFaneo, who through his 
rare virtues; gentle affability, gallant conditions, royal and He- 
roick deeds, his admirable regard, and moſt great care in the 
adminiſtration of equal juſtice to his ſubjects. not taking the ones 
Tight to make the other rich, was of them ſo highly admired and re- 
verenced, that rhe ſuperfluity of words in revealing it, would im 
poveriſh rather than enrich the-perpetuity of his never dying glo- 
ry. This Emperor was altogether in his youth inclined and infla- 


med with deſire of haughty attempts, the conquering foraign Na- | 


tions, Kingdoms and Signiories, wherein he never reſted, contiunal- 
ly betaking himſelf clad in habiliments of military arms, in field 
againſt his Focs, manifeſting his incredible valour, and his well knit 
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2 Pon Bellianus Gre cce, or 
ſinews, which nothing diſagreed fram the greatneſs of his mind. 
The familiar vſance of his Nobles and Vaſſals was ſuch, that they 
$ might be rather termed his companions and fellows than Subjects, 
| He always would hazard his perſon in greateſt and moſt difficult 
{ dangers offered him, accounting that honour to be ſupreameſt, 
| which was obtained with moſt toyl and peril; and judging it bet- 
2 tet that ſtrangers ſhould blaze abroad the greatneſs of his military 
* Fortune, and magnanimity of war, than the commending of his 
| ___ Soldiers deeds, inſomuch chat their chiefeſt acts in the perilous 
1 battles, was to guard their Lord: for ſo great was his couragions® 
heart, not fearing mighty and puiſſant Giants, nor che ſtrength | 
of admired Knights, but as pretending all honour t© himſelf, ard 
_ eſteemigng it but little, would as It were headlaug rn, where he 
| | found moſt dangers, that ſometimes his whole Camp might hard- 
ly defend him from the fury of contrarious ſquadrons, where his 
Heroick thought could not harbor the leaſt fign of pale trembling 
fear: in which kind of life he more joyed, than it if he lived among 
| all the delicious and delighted pleaſures that any Monarchs could 
| enjoy in greateſt Plenty. Whereby his allwondering Fame was 
, - Jo vulgard throughout the far remoted nations of the ſpacious 
1 Orb, which they accounted as a blazing Comet, preſaging the 
future ruine, that his bare name cauſed in them ſuch agues of t i- 
bl morous fear, as doth the furious Thunder (rent ing the darkned 
. welkin with mighty ſhowers of Earth-drowned waters) in the 
WEE _- heartleſs multitude of ruſtick Country Swains, by which he became 
ö ſo odions to all his Enemies, that they would often give their 
on blood as a reward for his death, fore-judging his life will be 
| their utter deſolation. But having conſumed the greateſt part of 
0 his youth in hoſtile Arms, by connſel, and importunity of his 
oe). - Novility and Subjects being often urged thereto (though againſt his 
Will) he returned with wreaths of immortal Triumph, to the 
Famous and ever glorious City of Conſtantinople; from whence were 
diſpatched in his behalf, ta demand in Marriage the princeſs Cla- 
Finda, Daughter to To.oian, King of Heſperia, to whom in Em- 
baſſy were ſent per ſonages ſufficient to make known his high magni- 
heence, among whom went as Chief the King of Hung aria, (Couſin 
to the Emperor J and the Prince Macedon, with many Dukes and 
Lords, with the havghtieit Pomp, and royalleſt ſhew of Embaſlage 
that ever went to any Potentate, This underſtood by the iberran 
B King, he in perſon came to meet them, muſing at the indden com- 
ing of ſuch ſtates to ſeek him from ſo far Couatre ys: who being ſera | 
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them, with great eourteſie that abounded in them, they alighting, 
did him that duty that might appeitain to ſach a King; who per- 
cieving it, with the like ſolemnity entertained them: where + 
oyer-paſling their greetings, they mounted on Horſe-back, and 
by the way briefly diſcour ſed of many things, until they arrived at 
the tamous City of Hispalis, where they were received again with _ 
many very ſumptuous ſhews, prepared only for that purpoſe, to 
expreſs the greatneſs of his ſtate: and approaching the Royal Pal- 

lace of Hiſpalis, they alighted, the King of Polgzandeading" in one 
hand the King of Hungary, and Macedon in the other hand, en- 
tred the great Hall, where the Queen and Princeſs Clariuda with 
divers Peers, expected their arrival, and molt majeſtically received. 
them anew, and the King of Hungaria kneeled to the Queen, de- 
firing to kiſs her hand; but ſhe refraining it, took him up in her 
arms, embracing and honouring him as worthily as the dignity of 
his eſtate merited, doing the like unto the Macedonian Prince and 
other Nobles that alſo proſtrated themſelves before the Princeſs, 
who entertained them with ſuch gallant grace, that they greatly 
_ admired” at her rare beauty, aud ſingular perfections, thinking 
themſelves happy, to have 10 abſolute a Lady for their Empreſs. No 
ſooner ended their ſalutatious, but the tables being laid, they fate 
down, and where uſed according to their magnificence: atterward 
they had appoĩũted them large and rich lodgings, by luis Majeſties 
command, retaining in the Pallace (the more to honour them )the 
two Kings. The next morning were ſummoned the chiet Lords 
to parliament; and their preſent audience to the kingly Embaſla- 
dours, who being thither ſent for to their Senate-houſe, delivered 
from their Lord and Emperour their Embaſſey : for which the 
Spaniſh King reſted highly contented, and replied, He was fully 
determined to accord with the Emperours requeſt, therewith te- 
maining highly ſatisfied, and ſo they might prepare themſelves, 
for in ten days ſhe and they ſhould be provided of all necefſaries ; 
whereat they greatly rejoyced, ſo did the Queen and Princeſs with 
that marriage, having before heard of the Emperours rare and ab» 
ſolute conditions. At length all things ordered, they departed 
leaving the Court in great ſolitude, through the Princeſſes abſence, . 
who with her train cont inued their daily Journeys, till the y came 
to Conſtantinople, where they were welcome, and the nuptials ſo- 
lemnized with moſt magnificent tryumphs, Torneys, and all man- 


uer of paſtimes, according to the greatneſs of ſuch eſtates.

the third, Don Lucidamere of Theſſaly, who not only in valour and 


military Diſcipline, equalled his Father, but exceſſed all other of 
_ their time, in all gallant and worthy heroical exerciſes ; inſomuch 
That all men had them in high admiration, eſpecially the Prince 


Don Bellianis, that was educated as his royal ſtate merited, and the 


\ heir of ſuch an Empire required, until he came to the age ot eight 
- years, in which no Donzel in the Court (though he doubled his 
Tears ) could excel him (there being very many) chictiy the 
Prince of Macedons fon, by Dame Den Brianel: another of the King 


of Hungary, called Don Arſilio che ſtrong, through his exceſſive 


ſtrength; for being knighted, he would often-betwen his arms ſmo- 
ther puiſſant Knights, fo that next the Prince he was accounted 
chiefeſt. In which time they were inſtructed and taught thoſe 
things as fitted ſuch Princes, wherein they ſo well profited, but 


eſpecially. the Prince Don BeYianis, who much applied himſelf to 


muſick, that in thoſe days none ſurpaſſed: him: that the Emperour 
"ſeeing him ſo much given unto it, was not ſlack: in providing for 
him the excellenteſt Tutours that might be found: to whom, and 


Ia which worthy- 
exerciſe he buſied himſelf till he perfected the ageof twelve years, 
with ſuch forwardnels, that every one admiredhim, aſluredly

At this time he was taught the ſcience of Arms, in which he ſhew.. 


ed himſelf ſo expert (as it were a thing whereby he ſhould the in- 


heritance poſſeſs ) that he ſeemed to need no teacher. In exerciſe 


he ſpent two years. About which time the Emperor being de- 
ſirous to hunt in a ſpacious Foreſt, three miles diſtant from the 

City, and being provided of all neceſſaries, he departed to it with 

the Empreſs, and his ſon Don Bellianis, leaving his two brethren

la this equipage, within a while they arriv'd at the place where 
ſtraight their {port began, that with the noiſe of hounds aud horns, - 
they drowned the Eccho of there ownhwoice. A While after; from 
that fide the Empreſsfat, there iſſued forth a Lion and er, 
wich ſo ſwift a courſe, that though they would have M en 
ſelves, they could not find any place. The Lion ran ſty ght a- 
ganiſt the Prince, who although it ſome what ſcared him, did not 
therefore fear him, but with an undauated heart ſet himſelf before 
him, with his ſword in hand which at his he ſide wore, but the Lion 
joy ned with him ſo ſuddenly, that he wounded him ſorely in the 
forehead, and grip ing him between his arms, thruſt one of his pa We 
into his fleſh, making a deep wound: but the Priace not diſmayed 
thereat, nor loſing his couragious mind, gave ſuch a thruſt fron? his 
arms downwards, right to his heart, that the Lion through ex- 
tream pain left him, Then looking towards the Empreſs, ſaw 
that the Bear, with gevillſu fury, having overthrown: the Prince 
his Couſin, againſt which his great ftrength nothing prevailed, 
draggedhim over the Mountain tops: which he ſeeing, although 
grievouſly wounded, and the Lion not ſtirring, ſtraight took

But long was he not ſo, by reaſon of a great noiſe that ſuddenly 
afofe out of the thicket thereby, whereat he faintly began to riſe.

1 greatly. Never more be it ſaid ( replied Po Belraftis -) that I hence 
Part, and not konw it. Whereupon hand in hand, they went till 
— 1 they came to the Cave, whoſe obſcure darkneſs was able to daunt 
j g the ſtouteſt heart. But thoſe havghty Princes arrived there fearleſs 


of any thing, and had ſcatce entted the ſame ten paces, but Don

lighted ; ſo did Brianel, who unbridled their Horſes that they 
might feed on the green graſs, which with overmuch labor were 
ſo tired, thatthey could hardly any longer bear there Maſters, 
But the Emperor being in great trouble and anguiſh of mind for 
the loſs of both tk: Princes, yet more ſorrowed for the Empreſſes

ſing that which my ſtate binds me to. So diſmounting, he was 
gifarmed, and getting hold of the rope, taking with him his ſhield, 
he climed thereby to the Caſtle-top, as eaſily as if he had gone up a 
pair of ſtairs, and calling for his Armor, Don Brianel being to tye 
it to the Cord. But it otherwiſe fell out than he imagined : For

for her Knight; wherewith ſhe finding her ſelf grieved, anſwer- 
ed, That by no means ſne wonld do it, commanding him no more 
to imaꝑ ine any ſuch madneſs. leſt the Soldan her father ſhould by 
chance hear tnereof, which if he did, it might coſt him little leſs 
than his life, But he nothing weighing, this her anſwer, found 
means that the Princeſs might know the extream anguiſh of bis 
perplexed heatt, ihthralted by her beauty, fo that I thinking that 
ſome harm might thereby enſue, declared to the Soldan, who 
thereupon commanded him to depart his Empire, but he not 
knowing the occaſion, very heavily before his depzrture, told kim, 
that what he did was againſt reaſon, in commanding.him-to de- 
part his dominions, for he was a Prince able to ſhew him that ſuch 
as he coght not to be fo uſed; and departing the Court towards 
the Soldan of Siconia, called the great Sophy of Perſia, where ſuſ- 
petting I was cauſe of his exile, began with fre and ſword to enter 
the Kingdom my fathers Territories, in ſuch ſort waſting and ſpiling 
them, then ſlaying the King, he took poſſefivn of the whole 
Kingdom, giving it to the Knigbt of the kindred, called the 
Prince Pon Ga/aneo, reputed a man of great valour.

them, and with eager fury, they ſet upon thoſe Traiterous 
Knights. But theſe damned Giants that came before the reſt, 
oppos'd themſelves againſt them, ſtriking ſtrong and mighty 
blows.

thus he ſaid, Now is the time (brave Knights) that you muſt 
ſhew the magnanimity of your invincible minds, ſince in your firſt 
adventure fortune hath ſo directed you that the glory ofithe fore- 
paſſed. worthies, by the Victory of this one Battel ſhall be extin- 
guiſh'd, though herein we yield the Tribute of our Lives to all 
| l Death, which beiug natural to all Men, ſhould leaſt 
be 


ared: But in the Omnipotent Power of him, that this 
| po circled 
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circled univerſe did frame, I do truft he will not permit the Va. 
lour of ſych Knights, in ſuch ſhort time to periſh, but ſo ſtrength- 
en them, that the perpetual Fame of their Royal Acts may remain 
eterniz'd to all ſucceeding Ages. Litrtle negd we to be encou 
rag'd to ſuffer the fearfv] ſtroke of Death ( reply d Air ſileo) for 
here the perſon of ſo victorious an Emperour is indangered, 

ours can be but the leaſt of al moſt little loſſes. I thought no leſs 
(anſwered the Emperour) but I will ſpeak it, that my — 
your valovr, might encour2ge my decaying courage by your dii- 
creet reply, by which ſince | perceive you reſt undaunted, and 
animated againſt enſuing dangers, it behoveth vs. leſt we be ſud- 
denly aſſaulted and overthrown with their horſes, which greatly 

will hazard vs, that we take before us yon Knight that lyeth upon 

the ground, meaning Don Gallanes, that very ſorely wounded, lay 

without his helm; for theſe that come towards us be his men, and 
fearing to hurt him, will not moleſt us with their horſes. This 
will be very good, ſaid Don Bellianis, as alſo That one of thoſe: 
Knights ſpeedily conduct thoſe Ladies into the Caſtle, for I do 

more regard their ſafety, than 1 eſteem my one life. So effecting 
all things, they on foot expected the coming of the Giants and 
Knights, which were above 500 in number, who approaching were 
greatly amazed to ſee the laughter of Knights and Giants, which if 
their Knights that fled had not told them of, they would not have 
believed it. Hereapon two of the foremoſt Giants, with acouſin 
of Don Gal :neo's,called Don Galſeo, the unkuown, thinking to over - 
ron them with their horſes, perceived they defended themſelves 
with Don Gallaneo, wherefore they commanded all their Knigbts, 
to alight on foot, which they would by no means do, becauſe they 
ſaw coming from the City a great troop of Knights, which ſo 
ſoon arrived, as had they alighted, with little trouble / they had all 
been ſlain, yet notwithſtanding ſome ten of them diſmounted to- 


gether, making account to end that fight with the Emperors deaths 


whilſt the reſt went againſt the Knights that from the City march. 


ed, for being in a ſtrange Land they reputed every one their 


enemy. But the King of Hungary, that was he which came with 
the Knights in ſuch extreme, foreſeeing the danger like to enſue, 
commanded his men to wheel about to the further fide, compaſſing 
ſo much field, that with ſafety they might arrive where rhe Em- 
peror and the other Knights were combating, fearing that if they 
| ſhould encounter with their enemies, the Emperor might in the 
mean time be ſlain, and their haſte and aid come in vain : the 
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yo Don Belfianis of Gretce: or, 
Knights being all choſen and valiant, ſuch as continually guarded 
the Emperors perſon, and ſufficient every one to be a Commander 


of many, took their compaſs in ſuch manner, that without turnin 

their backs on their adverſaries, or breaking their Lances, fell on 
ſpdden where the Emperor and Princes were, whom they found 
fifhring like angry Lions, for that Dona Brine] was pitecuſſy 
wounded by two Giants, and by them beaten to the ground, ſo 
that the Emperor and Don Hellianis to defend him, beſtirred them- 
ſelves ſo bravely againſt them, eſteeming them but as two common 


Knights. On the other fide the Prince Ar6leo kneeled with bis 
knee on the ground, for one of the Giants had thruſt him quite 


through the thigh. But when the King of Hungary arrived with 
his men, he alighted with ſome twenty Knights, leaving thereſt in 
fight with their adverſaries, whereof ſome being round beſet with

his body to the hilt. Which was not ſo ſpeedily performed but 
the other wounded him grieyouſly,- that his armour being in three 
places rent, and his fleſh in many places bruiſed and cut, and ſeeing 
himſelfin ſuch notorious peril, took the heavy boiſterous Giant in 
his arms, and with his puiſſant force hoiſted him aloft, and with, 
2 mighty fall tumbled him to the earth, where preſently he chopt 
off his head: which done turning to the Emperor, he ſaw kim 
cloſe with another Giant, and fearing ſome ſiniſter hap might befal 
him through the much blood iſſuing from his wounds, whereat the 
prince greatly wondred how he could ſtand on foot, ſtrook the 
Giant ſuch a blow on the leg, that he ſundred it quite from the 


dody. All which notwithſtand ing ſeeing the number of the Knights 


ſtill enereaſe upon them, and that the trampling of the hor ſes migbt 
greatly endanger them, and doubting that the Emperor ſeeing he 
had loſt much blood, would not be able to mount a horſe. back, took 
him in his arms, and ſet him on the Giants horſe he laſt flew: 
The like did he to the Prince Arſileo, that through the wound on his 
thigh could not do it himſelf: and greatly eſteeming DonBr7anel, for 
that he had ſeen him that day do, and becauſe he came in bis Fathers: 
company, he took him from the ground and commanded a Knight 
ts convey him to the caſt le, there to apply bim ſuch nn 
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he might recover his loſt ſenſes. And now at the laſt when 
he would get a horſe for himſelf, could not ſo eaſily compaſs 
it, for all the reſt of the Knights had turned themſel ves with 
a hellih fury upou him where he was like to be ſlain out · 
right: for Don Galfes having vanquiſhed the Emperors men, 
ſet on him, wounding him with cruel and remorceleſs blows. 
But finding himſelfencompaſſed with death, began to ſtrike on eve- 
ry fide, that unhappy was he on whom any lighted, for ſo fearfal 
and deadly they were, that with {ix blows he ſtruck down three 
Knights and two Giants, and ſeeing, Don Galfeo was he that moſt 
moleſted him, ſtrook at his leg witn ſuch ſtrength, that had the 
Sword fallen with the edge downright, it had cut it clean off, yet 
it raiſed away all the armour there, and ſeeing him within his reach, 
plucked his ſhield out of his hand, and with it beat him to the 
ground from himfelf, and ſo none daring moleſt him, withont 
ſetting foot on ſtirrop he mounted on Don Galfeo's horſe. At this 
time bithet came the Emperor, that ſeeing him ſo nimbly monn 
being ſorely wounded, was ſo amazed that he hardly believed what. 
his eyes beheld ; and that which he moſt admired was to ſee him ſo 
fierce and couragious in this firſt adventure that ever hapged him. 


And emulating his valiant deeds, he followed him as if he were 


his teacher, and he his pupil, to whom Don Bellianis being nigh 
him, ſaid, Methinks Sir Knight our men begin to loſe the held,

He battle reſting in this manner as is before recited very cruel

OOon after the Emperonr faw the adventure ended to his high 
honour, he rend red immortal thanks to the Almighty for his 
delivery, and with the news he had of his dear Son and Couſin, 
nothing regarded his wounds, whereupon the King of Hungaria 
ſaid, Have a care dread Soveraign to cure your wounds, if you 
will enjoy. the victory you hare atchieved, for it will be no ſmall 
thing to eſcape with Life being ſo piteouſiy wounded, My joy is 
ſogrear, anſwered the Emperour, that were it not moderated with 
ſeeing theſe Knights go with dangerous wounds, in my defence 
and liberry-from this days peril, that only were a ſufficient remedy 
to heal withour further cure. But believe me, if (Cas I hope) I do 
eſcape this danger, recovering my almoſt loſt life, I will not de- 
ſiſt tin by ſome means I know] WhO, and whence they be, that ſo well 
revenged me; and commanding all the wounded to be convey'd to 
the City, he returned to the Caſtle, leaving the King of Hunga- 
ria to make provitioh of all neceſſaries, and himſelf was laid in his 
bed: where his wounds being dreſſed, his Surgeons thought it im. 
poſſible he ſnould without great hazard of his Life eſcape them. 
Wuhereat the people ſorely grieved, chiefly ſeeing that a while 
after be was dreſſed, through the intollerable pain of the wound 
in his/head, he ſpake many things without reaſon, as a man diſtract

ing never a word, touk her by the hand, and brought her to the 

Caſtle, and ſet her in the chamber were this Emepror lay in the 

ſtate afore recited, more like a dead than a living creature. The 

Damſel in the entring drew forth of a little Box certain  Oynt- 

ments that ſhe-brought with her, wehrewith the Emperor lying ina

not.ch2oſe but judge them dead; yet fince we ſee jou at liberty, we 
beſeech you tell us the ſucceſs of the ſame Fight, and how the Prin- 
ceſs remained, it being ended. The Empreſs with great joy per- 
ceivius by theſe words, that the Knights which ſo valiantiy beha- 
ved themſelves in the battle were the Princes, her Son and Couſin, 
And turning to the Emperor; ſaid, hat ſay yon now Sir '? 1s not 
the King of Hungaries ſuſpicion well verefied?

leave his, Empiie, your ſelf being abſent : but it is the Prince 
Don Brianel of Macedon, Then tell me ſaid ( Don Gellianis ) how 
| | remaineth 
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remaineth the Emperour my father? Well, lufty, and merry, 
( replyed ſhe, ) for he hath learned who you were, that in the 
battel aided him. But how came he to know it? demanded Arſileo: 
wbereupon ſhe told them how. I am ſorry for it ( ſaid Don Bellia. 
nis (for they will condemn. us of dſicourteſie. That is no matter 
( replyed ſhe.) beſides they will not take it ill, in part knowing 
vou did it to obſerve your word. I pray you ( ſaid he) how was 
my father ſo ſoon healed ? for unleſs I be deceived, he was grie-

| . this order travelled theſe princes, with as much pleaſure as 

i their young years could require, fearing nothing that might 

j! | | annoy them, taking their ſtraight way towards a Caſte, ſome three

miles diſtant from Am ioch, for the Princeſs told them it was a 
ſtrong fortreſs, and never won by any Foreign foes, and that ſhe 
and her Damſels would there remain, where alſo they might deter. 
mine of their affairs. For which cauſe they had a man to guide 
them thither, whom they received of Bens. which way they had 
not far gone, but by the ſame they ſaw toward them come the num- 
| ber of Twenty Thouſand Knights, whereof the greateſt part 
Wha were very ſumptuouſly apparelled, and many clad with 1ich and 
0 bright armor, inſomuch that the Prince and his companions took

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great delight in ſeeing them, and Don #-lliar is ſtepped to one of 
the tormoſt, that greatly admired him being ſo bravely armed, and 
on ſo mighty a courſer mounted, and demanded thus; I pray you 
in courteſie tell me, Sir Knight, to whom belongeth this fair com- 
pany of Knights; he ſhould be of no ſmall account, that ſuch a 
train maintains.

{jy \.. wounded, that he could by no means ſcape, For which cauſe he 
_- -hathdeterminedto give him his daughter in marriage, and there- 
| fore in theſe triumphs doth he feaſt all his Nobles. But demanded 
my 25 Don Bellianis, why doth the Sophi ſo, being uncertain of truth ? 
0 Hie thinks this ſufficient (anſwered the Knight ) that if it ſhould 
otherwiſe be, it is thought impoſſible ever to effect it, for the Em-

I commit you to God ( ſaid Don B. lianis) for you have much 
pleaſed me with your diſcourfive news: and turning to the Prince 
and his Champions, told them all his talk with the Knight, and 
demanded of them, if they thought good to ſee thoſe jouſts at Per- 
ſepslis ere they paſſed forwarder, It will be well done Eid Don 


_ Brianel ) yet how ſhall we do, being nnprovided of a Tent ? 


What need you care for that ( anſwered Arſileo) for it may be ſome 
will entertain us: if not, we muſt lie in the fields, And thus un- 
reſolved, ſtood ſtill till that troop paſſed along. At which time 


{ome ot them went to the Duke, that at that time was very pen= 


ſively imagining on the Princeſs of Perſiana, and faid to him, See 
you not (Sir) yonder three Knights armed with the richeſt ar- 
mor you have this.day ſeen, whoſe gallant diſpoſition cannot but 
content you, and ſtand in the midit of the way, ſeeming to de- 


mand the breaking of ſome Lances, and do alſo conduct with tem 


about twelve Damſels, as it ſeems no leſs adorned with beauty, 
than they with valuor. The Duke being deſirous to ſee them, ſt 
ped forth, being armed in tawnꝝ armour like Don Belliams, and 
over the ſame he had a coat of acloath of Gold, moſt richly em- 
broidered with Pearls, whoſe brightneſs being overcaſt with the 
beams. of the ſhining Sun, dazled the beholders fight. ' On his 
mield was pictured the God of Love, of whom a Knight begged 
mercy, he rigoroully denying it. And thus went he ſtraight to 
the Princes while they gazed on him, going like a valorous and 
well diſpoſed Knight, The Duke no leſs wondring to ſee their 
gallant demeanor, and riches of armour, ſpecially Don Behiadis, 
whoſe fight ſurpriſed him with ſudden admiration; and being nigh 
them he kindly ſaluted them, being of nature mild, gentle and 
affable, for which he bad obtained the name of courteous, and 
thus ſaid.

The offers, { moſt noble 
Duke) which by your liberal bounty we receive, are ſo great as we 
being (no other than errant Knights) can no way deſerve, And 
though wethad not determined to be at thoſe triumphs: yet to ac- 
compliſh your requeſt, willingly do condeſcend thercto, yielding 
the accountleſs thanks of dutiful ſervitors at your command; tor 
which the Duke very joyfully entertained them, with his Ladies in 
bis own company, and ſo made to Perſerelis, diſcourſing by the 
way of pleaſant matters, till thcy came within a mile of the City, 
hard by a great river, over which they mult of neceſſity paſs by a 
bridge that there was. Which the Duke ſeeing, ſaid, confoun- 
ded in our own diſeour ſes, Sir Knights, we have loſt our way, 
Don Bellianis ſeeing the City, and not knowing to what end the 
Duke ſpoke it, replyed, If that be the City, [think this is the 
Wright way. Tis, anſwered the Duke. Bot we may not paſs 
this bridge, for it will be mightily defended, Who be they (de- 
manded he ) that will defend it againſt ſuch Knights as be with 
us; They that do it will defend it againſt the whole world (an. 
ſwered the Duke.) For in this Kingdom are four Knights, the va- 
5 Hanteſt that on the earth do breath, all brothers; Which in one 
-. battel the S had againſt the Solan of Babylon, performed in it 
- ſuch haughty deeds, that by their proper valour the victory was 
obtained; which got them fuch. honour, that till this day they are 
- reputed the ſtrongeſt Knights that may be found. Whereupon 
the Sopbi to honour them bad them demaad what they would, and 
de would grant it, (They anſwered ) they would have nothing but 
this Caſtle and the Bridge, that no Knights might go that way, un- 
leſs he ſho uld leave his armor and horſe, or overcoming them all 
in fight, paſs by. The Sephi granted it with a great living be- 
ſides, to maintain their ſtates. - | x 
o they being come to this Bridge, have brought with them 
two mighty and ſtrong Giants, whoſe fierceneſs no hundred 
_ « Knights dare abide to combat together. And have above three 
years defended this paſſage, and not any Knight hitherto hath 
'Fanquiſhed them. For though they be ſtrong and valiant, * 
| | their 
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their combat they proceed not like good Knights: for if it hap- 
peneth that any Knight unhorſeth any of them, he muſt jouſt with 
the others, till he--overthruw them all: but if he beby any blow: 
himſelf overtarned, be ſtraight loſeth bis arms. . Or if he ſhould 


unhocſe them all, he moſt after combat with all ſix together, 


being the unte aſonableſt thing that ever was heard of. And this 
is the cauſe why this bridge and way is no more uſed, by reaſon 
the miſhaps that there befall to wandring Knights, and therefore 
is called the Unbappy bri ge.

ſaid: ) Truly moſt honoured Lord, we never heard of the like 
adventure: but if it ſo pleaſe you, we w.ll try the favours of 
blind fortune therein. So will it be rather juged madaels than va- 
lour (rei lyed the Duke.) For it liech not in the compaſs of one 
mans ſtrenah to vanquiſh them: for the leaſt of them is able to 
withſtand the famous Emperor of Conſtantinople, that is the Knight 
moſt feat ed in theſe parts, whoſe ſole name makes the Soldan him- 
ſelf tremble when he hears: and alſo dare oppoſe and confront 


| the ſtrength of our Prince, that is no leſs famoſed than he; Where 
fore if you think good, let us leave this way: for 1 perceive ſome 


of our company do ſee it to be dangerous. Ic will be a perpetual 
blot to our pames, (replyed Don Bellianis? ) if through fear we 
mould not adventure our perſons herein, Therefore command 
them to ſtay : for I will not go hence, leaving this unattempted. 
While they were thus talking, they ſaw on the other fide of the 
bridge a great number of Knights and Ladies cloathed-ig trium- 
phant robes, who were coming thicher to ſport themſelves, What 
fiir aNzmbly is yonder ? ( faid Don Bellianis? ) It may be ( ſaid the 
Duke) it is the 5ophiy and bis daughter the Princeſs Perſiagia 
that come to ſec if there,arrive any adventure to the bridge. - 
Although our falls were but to make them ſport / ſaid Don B Ma- 
nts ) we will try our fortunes, Do as you will { ſaid the Duke) 
though more willingly I could take anotlier way. Thereapon 
they went ſtraight towards that bridge, commanded all their 
Knights to do the like, while they proved the adventme of the 
Caſtle , which they did, vet not with any good will. The Prince 
Arſileo intreated Du Bellianis xo grant him the firft Battel,- I Will 


in no wiſe do it ( ſaid he) but becauſe Dor Gallanevis vonder, put 


on an upper Coat over your Armor, Jeſt you be known. I will 
( replyed he) but you muſt grant me this firſt Combat in reaſon 
it belongs to me ( anſwered Don Bellianjs ) ſeeing in this journey l 
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am the conducter of theſe Ladies. We have ( ſaid Ariz?) as 
long accompanied them, therefore ſhall you not ſo excuſe your 
ſelf. Then let the battel be his( ſaid Don Brianel ) whom the 
Princeſs ſhall command, Strive not ſo about it ſaid the Duke, 
for you ſhall all have enough to do. Now judge ( ſaid the 
Princeſs ) ſeeing Don Brainel by my ſentenee demandeth the jouſt, 
that the firſt be his, and the next yours, and the laſt be his that 
would be firft, being reaſon that his ſtrengh be beſt tryed when 
the others fail. Don Bellianis grieved much becauſe he ſhould be 
laſt, but ſeeing it could no otherwiſe be, diſſembled it, and ſtep- 
ping to the Duke, ſaid, 1 believe we ſhall have the bridge freer 
khan I thought. The Duke ſmiled, as one that ſuppoſed their 
labour ſhould be in vain. And at length arriving at the bridge, 
Don Brianel began to be foremoſt, ſeeing on the other ſide all the 
company come alſo thither, and ſtepping thereon, a Knight ar- 
med in an armor of divers colours, mounted on a mighty horſe, 
approaching nigh to him, faid, 

What madneſs hath poſleſt this Knight, to ſeek a paſſage over 
this bridge by me defended? With mightier force was Hell de- 
fended ( anſwered he ) yet the univerſal Saviour of the world did 
overcome it: In whoſe name I coming, it will be no great mat- 
ter for me to abate thy ſwelling pride. | 

By thy ſpeech ( replyed the Knight) thou ſeemeſt a "Chriſtian, 
That avails not to our purpoſe ( ſaid Don Brian el) therefore pre- 
pare thy ſelf. The Knight with great anger ( thinking he had 
him in little account) turned his horſe, and took ſo much of the 
bridge as would ſuffice for his courſe, while Don Brianel, did the 
like, All the men that came with the Duke, and the people come 
fromthe City approached to ſee the battle, and many ſaid, A very 
fair horſe and armor ſhall the Knight give unto him of the bridge. 

At which time the Knights having turned their horſes, ran one 
againſt the other, and met ſo furiouſly, that the Lances flew in pei- 
ces, and the Knight of the bridge went to the ground ſorely brui- 
ſed, and Don Brianel ſo much bowed with his horſe, that he had 
almoſt done the like, but ſeeing what company beheld him, rai- 
ſed himfelf with great courage, confidering it was the firſt thing 
that the princeſs had commanded him. A great murmur aroſe a- 
mong the beholders, for they had never ſeen any of the Brethren 
leave the ſaddle before, Whereupon the other three Knights 
and the two Giants being armed, iſſued all mounted on great and 


juſty orſes, who when they ſaw their brother on the ground, we 
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of them nde towards Don Bri mel, that already had taken a 


Lauce from his Dwarfe The Princels Perſian i, that was ſhe on 


the other fide ofthe bridge, and Don Gallaneo already called her 
Spouſe, with the Sobi his father in law, faid to Don Gallaneo, 1 
have not ſeen gallanter Knights than thoſe on the further ſide, & 
ſpecially jon four (pointing to the two Princes, the Duke, and he 
thar jouſted on the bridge) and greatly do deſire to kilow who. 
they be. It is no other than the Duke Alfiron (replyed Don Gate 
laneo) for L heard he ſlept not far hence this laſt night. The 
Princeſs Per ſiana hearing the Duke named, fetcht a deep figh, as 
one that loved him within the ſecret of her heart, but for fear to 
diſpleaſe her father, duritfay nothing, yet thought ſheby the rich- 
neſs of his armor, it ſhould be he, ſtood and viewed im very at- 
teuticel , and ſeeing how the inraged Knights with puiſſant force 
encount: ed each other in ſuch ſort, that their Lances break in a 
| thouſand ſhivers, and meeting with their horſes, ſhields and helms, 
both fell to the ground: but if Don Brianelshorie had been ſo good 
as his adverſaries, he had paſſed without a fall, which he had ſcant 
done, wbenthe men of the Caſt le cloſed to unarm him. But the Prince 
Arſilro deſirous to avoid it, with greas choller entred the bridge: 
ſo did another of the adverſe part, with ſuch ſwiftneſs, as doth 
an arrow ſhot from a bow fly through the Air, or a Thunderbolt 
breaking from ſome ſwelling cloud, and with ſuch might encoun- 
tred on the bridge, that the Knight of the Caſtle was overthrown, ! 
with a piece of the Lance ſticking in his body. If it proceeds as it 
| begins ( (aid the Duke) we ſhall freely paſs. So ſhall ir be (an- 
ſncred Don Belliants for with your auſpiclous favor they may be 
brought to our wiſhed end. The Sophi was aſtonichect Ar the 
ſtxongencunors of the Knight, and {peaking to Don Gallanco. fach, 
never chonght there could be better Knights than thoſe of the 
bridge, bur now 1 ſes what advantage theſe Knights have over 
them. Wonder not thereat ( (aid Den Gallaneo) tor in the bat- 
tle we had with the Emperoc, there was in his aid one nov 
Rnigut, whom he there Knigmed, chat performed ſuch havghtg! 
geeds of arms, that neitker Hector not Achilles ever did the like. 

or believe te, he uo more eſteemed to be s ſſaulted by four. os 
by two Ciants, than with one Knight; and with his own hands 
in che battle he ew above twelve Giants, and fitty Knights ot 
mine. But as for the Emperor, I have told you v:bat !: "ned ms 
with tu in che Caſtle, he beiug unarm'd: fo that you «

wonder what thei? do, though any of them do end vis adventure 


which 
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greateſt act that ever I heard of, by reaſon their ſword- 
will by fo unequal. Which having ſaid, the eldeſt and the greateſt 
of the brethren came againſt Arſileo, intending to revenge his bro- 
thers death, whoſe incounters were ſo furious, that their Lances 
were made in little pieces: and in ſuch ſort met with their bodies 

that the Knight of the Caſtle was overthrown with a great wound 
on his ſide. And Arſilebs horſe with a ſtrong ſtroke recoyled back 
three or four paces, that at laſt unable to ſtay him, with admirable 
lighrnefs, he leapt from his back, being a little wonnded on the 
breaſt. The ſetyants of the Caſtle went to him, to do as they 
would have done with Don Brianel!: but the firſt that arrived, for 
his boldnefsJoft his head: For Ar{leo thinking he ſhould not be 
judged overthrown, laid hands on his. {word to defend himſelf, 
wherewith he would have made them know, his va'our extended fare 
tber than thitherto he had ſhown, - But the two brothers that Don 
Brianel had unhorſed arrived witftheir drawn ſwords ; the like

him, whereupon, for very grief her eyes overflowed with pearl-

The Gods knew (great Duke) my grief for this marriage my 
Father intends, is no leſs than yours, and therefore muſt we per-

The Duke would have anſwered her, but that he perceived 
Den Bellians had indeed the accepting of the battle againſt the proud

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ON Zelliauis inflamed with anger againſt the Knight, with- 
10 drew himſelf, to whom the Princeſs Aurora thus ſaid, As 
much as other Knights do ſtun the muſt dangerous fights, even 
ſo much, and more do you ſeek them. I can do no leſs ( replyed 
he.) At this time arrived the Duke, having left the princeſs, and ſaid 
to him: It were good you encourage your ſcli Si: Fnighr; for 
you have a very mighty adverſary, All his ſtrength willi cant ſuf- 
fice-him ( {aid the Princeſs Aurora though he be never ſo valiant. 
Which words the Duke did 16 little fet by at the firſt, ſeeing 
the Knights ſo well confirmed them by their haughty Exploits. 
=» Don be lianis with the enraged choler he had conceived, oppo- 
ſed hinzelf againſt the Knight that alſo came towards him who 
very ſtrongly in the middle of his ſhi] 1 made his Eucounter, yet 
not hurting him at all, brake his Lance, not moving him in his 
ſaddle; for the impenetrable virtue of the Shield retoricd back 
the furious Iron, | | 
Don Bellianis with the great deſire he had to hit him, miſt his 
Encounter, ſo that their horſes paſſed on their courſe with ad mi- 
rable fury, The great ire the Prince hereat conceived by miſlin 
His encounter, is not deſcribed for want of kill, but very furi- 
ouſly turned npon the Knight, that did the like, and judging it 
cowardize, having miſt his encounter, and loſt his Lance, to draw 
his Sword againſt ſo vile and inſolent a man, went toward him; re- 
ceiving a moſt heavy blow upon his helmet, and with incredible 
ſwiftneſs runing at him ſnatch'd him *twixt his ſtrong arms, and as 
he were a little child pluckt hiur ſrom bis ſaddle, and impatiently go- 
ve rned by his preſent fury, ſtept to the biidge fide, and over it 
tumbled him down into the river, where through the weight of 
bis armour he was ſtraight overwhelmed, leaving the beholders 
ſo amazed at the deed, that the Soldan cryed ous: Oh immortal 
Gods, what mighty ſtrength is this in one Knight? It is wonderful 
great ( ſaid Don Gallanzo ) that was fomething moved ſeeing him; 
and more circumſpectly looking or; him, thought that was the 
device of the novel Knight of Conſtatinaple: yet he doubted it, 
being ſo far diſtant thence, not imagining he would come 
hither, by reaſon of the difference of Religion. Vet ſecing thoſe 
Ladies there, did greatly ſuſpect it. And again turning his 


eyes 
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forward againſt him. Don Bellianis that alſo went to meet him

It is my Countries 
cuſtome ( moſt excellent-Lord ) that the Knight which in jouſt ing 
before a King or Emperovur, loſeth bis encounter, through the

ſtaying for him, at the inſtant he would encounter him with his 
Lance, leapt alide with his Horſe, making bim loſe. his - ſtroke, 
and with great fury turning upon him fnatcht-his Lance out of.his 
hands, and therewith with one blow feld him to the earth, and 
returnida to his place, brandiſned it with great joy. The lookers _ 
on had almoſt perſwaded themſelves. to dream with the ſight of 

ſuch admirable Exploits. The Duke was-ſo raviſhed with glad- 
neſs, that he knew not what to ſay, to whom the Princeſs.

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[Fi And fo brike of their talk; for Don Bellianis with the Spear hs = 
had taken from the Knight, oppoſed himſelf 7 mighty 
Giant, that blaſpheming old Mahomet, came againſt him with. 
ſuch flerceneſs, that foaming like a Boar, and guided with a he 
lim rage moſt thick ſmoak iſſued from the Viſor of his Helm. 
And in the middle ofa ſpacious Bridge encountred, that the 
Giant brake his Lance on Don B. ianis Shield; which fliding on 
it made hima great wound, whence iſſued mach blood. The 
Prince truck in ſuch manner, that piercing his ſhield and Armour, 
mightily wounded him on the breaſt : and both meeting with 
their Horſes, the Giant meaſured his length on the earth, and the 
Princes Horſe ſet both his knees on the ground, wherewith he 
reſted ſo amazed,” that he had not the, remembrance to ſpur him.

ftantinople, where he aided the Emperor Den Bel aneo wherefore. 
taking apart his Couſin Don Galfeo the unknown, brake into theſe

How the T ourney began ani in what danger the Adven'urous Knight 
and Atſileo were put by Don Gallaneo's Knights. 


| N. ſooner had the ſplendent Sun, expelling the obſcure dark. 


neſs from the gloomy skies, clearing the morn with his 
right light, on that in every — ſo celebrated day of 5. John, 
but with un able and long hoped joys, there began in the City 
of Perſipolis, ſuch ecchoing noiſe of military inſtruments, as if it * 
had been like to be ſubverted by fury of ſome terrible aſſault of 
foreign foes. Through the ſtreets were nothing ſeen but moſt 
ſumpruous and rich furnitures, and many and divers rare inventi- 
ons, for all manner of new deviſed paſtimes. All the people pre- 
pared themſelves as appertained to the celebration of ſo mighty a 
Princeſs Nuptials. The Knights on the other fide, though they 
apparelled themſelves with rich Triumphant robes, yet had they 
1 care of their Armour, and horſe, which in the afternoon 
they ſhould uſe. The Prince Don Gollanto ( after he had agreed 
with his couſin, that towards the evening he ſhonld be in readineſs 


to execute their appointment) did ſaperbiovſly adornhimſelt, and

thooſadd, he went to the Palace,*where by the way he met with 
"the Kings of Armenia, and 7. Jenny, with many other ſtraggers, 
ame agſt whom were above thirty Dukes and Earls, and with the 
ſcund of innumarable Trumpers, and all other ſort of harmonious 
inſtraments, whoſe far reſoun ding noiſe made all the vallies there 
adjoyaing eccho With their ſound till they at tived at the Palace, 
where they attended their return, while the excellent and fair 
Princeſs Perſiana iſſued forth with admired beauty, that it more 
increaſed the Duke Alſtrons grief. Her Gown was of white 
- Satten cut upon cloth of Gold, tackt with Silk, and golden Twiſt, 
and drawn forth in Roſes; in the middle of every ene was ſet an 
oriental Pearl of vreat-Ddigneſs, that it made the Gown of ſuch 
exceſſive value, that every one eſteemed it worth no leſs than the 
whole City of Perſep lis; her Amber hair like the threads of fineſt 
gold, was in treſſes in a net of the ſame ſtuff knit together, where- 
in was placed a Coronet, ſet with great and fair Saphires, in the 
middeſt whereof ſtood a ſtone graven with the Image of the God 
of Love with his bow and arrows: whoſe ſparkling brightneſs 
would have darkned the light of à great Torch. The Duke Aron 
when he ſaw her in this manner, remained altogether without feel- 
iag: which Arſil'o (that was nigh him) ſeeing, ſaid unto him very 
ſoftly, Lock to your ſelf ( moſt noble Duke) leſt you difcover 
what hitherto hath been unknown.

The jouſts were ordained tb be nithln the Ci „in a ſpacious and 
Large Field, for that purpoſe cppointed.: Den B. lanis though 
ſore wounded, roſe and armed him in green Armour, interlaced 
with many Stresks of Gold, which the Duke had given him, who 
commanded all the Knighhs to mai ch away, leaving him alone, 
that he might more ſecretly go bimſelf. The Duke went accom- 
panied with Arfileo and Don Brianel, ordering bis men as one little 
eſteming his Enemies, having ſo great defence in thoſe two Valiant 

Warriers, and his Hope in the Knight. of the Go den Image, 
With him joyned the Kings of Armenia and Teſſifanti, having on 
their fi& above 25 Thoniand Choſen Knights, which in compari- 
ſon of the Courtiers were but a Handful, ; Don Gallanes trebled 
that Number: who by this appeared on the other ſide with all his 
Troops well ordered, and with GaBant 'Demonſtration Then 
on an Imperial Theatre mounted the Soldan, the two Princefles 
Perfiana and Aurora that till the time had not gone abrofd : who ſo 
ſoon as they were all ſettled, the Soldan commanded the ſignal 
to be given by the Trumpets, whereat Don Brianel, that had the 
leading of the Firſt Squadron, ſet forwards with it againſt a 
Kinſman of Don Gallaneo's, whom he unhorft with four more. be» * 
fore he broke his Lance. The Squadrons breaking through * 

each other, made ſuch Tumult with the Encounter of Spears, 
Swords, and divers other Weapons, that Beholders thought all 
the ſtrength of the world had been there met: who ſo cloſed to- 
gether, that having no room to handy.Blows, would by wreſtling 
overthrow each other, that Horſeman tumbled to the Ground, 
and he that once fell, did more to get out of the Preaſſe, than to 
return to the fight, But Don Brizxe/ ſeeing his Enemies to double 
their Men in number, thruſt himſelf within the moft Fury of the 
Battel, where hard by the Soldans Theatre, meeting with a 

3 Knight of Stature like a Giant, called Fydaſto the cruel, raiſed both 

their Swords, and together at one time diſcharged on each other 
ſuch Blows, that Fydaſto was overthrown-and wounded on the 
Head, and Don Brianel bowed to the Pommel of the Saddle, with 
great Courage ſtaying himſelf, This was one of the Knights that 
Dow Gallanee had charrged to kill Don Brianel and Arfileo:who ſeeing 
himſelf down, with a deviliſh Rage roſe, and with a H5arſe Voice 
cryed, Down with the Knight that againſt the order and law of © 
Tourney, beareth an Edged Sword; whereof he had no cauſe to © 
complain, for he and the other two Knights that had the like 
FLEE | Char ge 
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Sarge did wear the like. Straight was the Adventurons 
incompaſſed with above a Thouſand Knights, that leaving their tilt, 
onlyto procured his Death. But he ſo demeaned himſelf among them, 

that in a Trice he beat to the ground about twenty fore wounded: 
and yet his Men could not come to help him, by reaſon of the 
_ Multitude that had incloſed him. Then Arſileo ſeeing this, moſt 
_ valiantly prickt forth with his Troop, and Don Galanco, that 
nought imagined but their Deaths, brandiſhing his Truncheon, 
made a gainſt him with all his Battel, that Do» Brianel might not 
be ſuccoured; the like did the Duke Alſiron with the Remnant of his 
Men, and in the midſt of theField they met with ſuch Force, tat moſt 
of them wiſned themſelves far thence at this time. The Duke and 
the two Knights ſtraight entered among their Adverſaries; per- 
forming it very bravely. But Ayxſileo, that had no other intent 
than to help Don Brianel, paſſed through the thickeſt of the Squa- 
uron, that none durſt withſtand him, and entred within their ring, 
where they ſlew their Horſes, procuring the like by them. Bur 
they began to make ſuch Deſtruction of them, that they had laid

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What happened Don Bellianis in the Dukes Palace, with Galfeo the 
 unkown and bis Knights: bis death, with the end of the Toruney. 
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s ſoon as Don Gallaneo was departed to the Tourney, his 
Couſin Galfeo the unknown, took the 500 Knights, and went 
to the Dukes Lodging, having underſtood by the Spies how he 
was thence going, and that the Knight of the Golden Image re- 
mained their alone: where being arrived, he commanded his Men to 
follow him up; but then Don Be llianis having put on theDukesAr- 
mor, was ready ta go to the Tilt, thinking it time to be gone. But heaz 
ring a Noiſe at the Gate, looked out at a Window falling upon the 
Stairs, and ſeeing ſo many Knights there, was amazed: and with 
a Lond Voice ſaid, What ſeek you here Knights, at ſuch a time 
when all are gone to the Tom ney? Don Gallaneolooked up, and 
ſeeing him in that Armour, knew him not, and, diſſembling his In- 
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tent, ſaid, Good Knight, I pray van ſhew uy him of the golden 
Image, for we muſt needs ſpeak with bim. You may not enter 
| here ( ſaid be) for tbe Duke my Maſter hath ſo commanded, 
And having ſo ſaid, went towards the ſtairs in great haſte, 
where he found Dos Gaffeo entring the gillery, and drawing forth 
bis ſword; ſaid, It is in vain Knight, whatſoever thou art, to paſs 
farther here, thou or any elſe, without the Duke wy maſters leave, 
Den Galfeo hereat conceived ſuch ire by theſe words, that alſo 
drawing forth his ſword, ſaid, Dewn with the traytor that wilt 
deny us the entry. But Don Bellianis with his ſword put him- 
ſelf among them, that in a little ſpace,with great fury and force, he 
flew above thirty of them: which ſo amazed the reſt, that they- 
began to retire back as far as the Stairs: But with the Fury that 
poſfe (ſed Don Bellianis, he fo handled them, that in an evil Hour 
he came to ſeek him: and ſeeing Don Galfeo above the reſt troubled 
him, ſtrook bim ſuch a blow on the Sword-Arm, that cut in 
two it fell on the Earth, and after he gave him another on his Head 
that cleft it do vn to his Ears. Never was there ſeen a Knight behave: 
himſelf better among ſo many. But they preſſed upon him in ſuch. 
ſort that he had like to have been greatly endangered; yet he dri- 
ving them all before him down Stairs, made ſuch Deſtruction f 
them, that for very haſte they tumbled one upon another; and ſee- 
ing them give back, followed them out of the Palace, and in their: 
deſpight did beat them into a broad Yard,.thinking better to de- 
fend himfelf there, than in ſo cloſe a Room: where he ſo uſed the 
Strength of his mighty Arms, that he got a borſe of many that ran 
looſe, wherewith hereaewed. his maſſacring of them. There was- 
already gathered much People of the City with their Weape 
not knowiag the cauſe why ſo many are aſſembled in the Dukes Pa- 
lace ; and when they ſaw them all upon one Knight, they helped 
him. Don Gallaneo's Knight with more than the third part of his 
Fellows dead; and ſeeing Don at 70 lain, and how their Treaſon - 
for that time would not be effected by the Extream Valour of 
that Knight, fled away. Don Bellzanis not willing to follow them, 
turned towards the Dukes Palace, where raking one of them, he 
ſet his Sword to his Throat, and threatned to kill him, if he deni- 
ed the Cauſe of their coming in that Manner to ſeek the Knight 
ot the Golden Image; and in Preſence of many in the City, he 
confeſſed, how commanded by their Lord Pos Gallaneo, they came 
to murder him. What meant your Lord by doi ſo» ( faid Don 
Beſhianis, ) I know no more than 1 have ſaid (rep . 
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 _ od be praiſed ( ſaid Don Je lianis) that your Lords Treachery 
hat not taken Effect. Then mounting his Horſe he rid to the 


Tilt-Yard, where he looked on every ſide, and ſaw how the 
Dukes Mea tarried back, ſeeking for the Princes, Arſileo and Don 
Brianel, and not ſeeing them, he took a Big Lance, and put him- 
ſelf "againſt Den Gallmeos Enights, and the ficlt he met he over. 
threw to the ground, doing the like to above thirty before he 
brake it, and encouraging the Dukes failing Troops, renewed 


their Fight ſo fiercly upon the Courtiers, that they feared to loſe. 


what they had before won, and like a Man diſtract, not ſeeing his 
Companiogs, ſo wounded his Adverſaries, that happy was he that 
fartheſt could get from him, whereby every one made him ample Paſ- 
{age to go by, for never a Blow he gave neither with Sword or 


Lance, but ne overthrow a Knight. Which the Sophi ſeeing, cry- 


ed out, O mighty Mabomet | What admirable Strength is this of 
you Knight ! But ail all this while Don Gallaneo and his Knights had 
ſo roundly beſet Don B:ranel and Arjueo that it vas impoſſible they 
ſhould eſcape alive, though moſt valiantly they defended them- 
ſelves. When there arrived a Knight to Dex Gallamo, and in 
his Ears told him all that befel his Couſin Don Galfeo with Don 
Bellianis, who being not far off from them, he pointed to him, 
and ſaid, This is the Knight that hath ſo maſlacred your Men. Don 


Gallaneo turningto ſee him, ſaw how with an incredible Fury be 


aſſaulted his Knights chat had incompaſſed the Princes, and that 
with four Blows ſtruck down four Knights, and making little Ac- 
count of the reſt, alighted, and ſeeing they would not ſofter the 
Princes to mount on Hot ſe-Back, ſaid chat every oxe might hear: 


Get upon this my Horſe, Prince Arſileo, for ſince with fo great Treach- 


erous Cowardiſe you are uſed, make it known even in their deareft 
Lives, They knowing his Voice, conceived ſuch joy, that almoſt 


they knew not what they did: who going about to take a Freſh 


Horſe, ſo many Knights laid oa them that they could not do it: 


which Don Bellianis ſeeing, and how it waxed late to be revenged 


on Don Gallaneo, taking Don Brianel in his Arms, in deſpight ot all 
the Knights, ſet him on his Hor ſe, and being on his own with Rage 
and Thirſty Fury of long: deſired revenge, began ſuch Deſtruction 
among them, that he made wide paſſage for himſelf and his Com- 
panions: And ſeeing two Giants come againſt him, of four, Which 


Don Gallanro had brought to the jouſts, for the purpoſe aforeſaid, 


he prepared for them, and receiving one of his Blows upon his

What baypened to Don Bellianis without Perfipolis. How be delivefs . 
ed — Pau l. from certain Knights, and whence they were; and 
how be ſlew the Dragon of the Riphean Wood, | 2. 


Duke ſeeing his purpoſe hitherto go as he wiſhed, with 
Don Gall aneo's death, reſolved altogether to follow the coun. 
ſel of the Knight of the golden Image. hereupon he returned 
to his Palace: and the night having darkned the world, Dos Bel- 
lianis left him in the plain field, feigning to go out of the City, 
though all the Knights there endeavoured to ſlay him, deſiring to 
know him ere he went. But getting from them all, eſcaped out 
of the City, the better in that obſcurity to return to his lodging: 
and he had not gone far, but his wounds beganextreamly to grieve 
him, inſomuch that he could not ſtay himſelf on horſe-back, for 
with there new bleeding they opened, making him ſeem a foun- 
tain with ſo many ſprings ; and ſeeing himſelf ſo ill, he thought he 
| ſhould not be able to return to Perſipolis, unleſs his wounds were 
bound up: and fo alighting from his borſe, he ſaw two damoſels 
come towards him, riding in fuch haſte,as he thought they did ta- 
ther fly, than on their Palfreys ſwiftly run.

So they taking 
his counſel followed his advice, and beginning to diſcover their 
adventure, lo they perceived through thoſe trees a terrible Dra- 
gon, ſo fearful in fight, that it ſtruck amazement in the beholder - 
and altkough the night were very dark, yet ſuch light ifſued from 
him through the great abundance of fire proceeding from his jaws, 
that it ſeemed hells mouth opened to ſwallow them at that inſtant.

tumbling him headlong to the ground. The others would haye 
ſtricken him with their Spears, but he warily eſcaped their blows; 
and fiercely running at one, thruſt the Lance through his body, 
that lifeleſs he meaſured his length on the earth. The third ſtruck 
at him ſo mightily, chat had he not lightly ſtept aſide (being as 
he went unarmed ) he had made his Lance appear at his back: 
yet nevertheleſs, he ran his Spear thorow his thigh : ſo he feeling 
"himſelf fore wounded, drew his never failing ſword, and gave 
Dim ſo cruel a blow on his ſhoulders that he cut him down-right, 
that his parted body fell on each ſide of his horſe. Don Bellianis 
| going to diſmount, to diſpatch him that firſt fell, felt his thighpin'd 
do his ſaddle with a truncheon of the Spear: but ſeeing the 
Knight did not ſtir, left him. e ler, Tin 
All this while the Damoſels ſtood amazed with wonder, ſeeing 
ſuch deſtruction in fo ſhort time, and with extream joy they thus 
aid, We can never end ( fir Knight) the celebrating of your 
moſt high, and more than humane Chivalries, though thereby we 
be not credited, which for all our ſelves have ſeen them, yet their 
- admiration. ſo aſtoniſheth us, that we ſcarce dare acknowledge them 
to be true. He hearing himſelf thus commended, replyed: Over- 
"paſſing theſe unworthy praiſes, let us (fair Ladies) enter the 
City, for my great wounds require ſpeedy remedy ; and know 
that your travel is now ended, for I do belong unto the Princeſs 
Aurora, whom when you ſee before any, diſſemble her knowledge, 
for her preſent occaſions fo require'it, They joyful of ſuch news, 
_ anſwered they would. And ſo keeping on their. pace, they came 
to the Dukes Palace, where they found all the Knights in armor. 
Don Bellianis diſcovering himſelf toſa Knight, intreated him to lead 
him to his lodging, if he could, unknownto the Duke, till the next 
morning; Who replyed, he might not, for the Duke ſtayed for 
him with the reſt of the Knights, not winding to ſleep until his 
coming.

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fond the Duks' with many other Lords; alſo acrampanied with 
the Princes Dom Brianeband Arſiieo, who though they were greatly 
wounded, were determined preſently to ride in demand of the 
Knight of the Golden Image, if they heard not of him, But 
ſeeing him come into the Hall in that manner, waxed pale, thinks _ 
ing bim wounded to death, and ran to him. And the Princeſs 
Aarora that firſt ſpied him, was firſt that approached, who - 
with tears in great abundance trickling down her Ivory-roſed 
cheeks, to ſee him in ſuch danger, without impeach of any, and 
reſpeck of none, fell on her knees before him, kiſſing his hands, 
both with joy and grief, inſomuch that in her good will toward 
him, it may be believed the paſſed his couſin Ar/ilee. The Prince 
Don Bella vis raſing her from the ground, and moſt kindly embra. 
cing her, ſaid : Uſe not ſo much undeſerved courteſis ( moſt ſoves - 
raign Lady) to ſo mean a Knight, and of ſo ſmall fame as my 
ſelf, whoſe little ſervice will never merit any of theſe fevours, ex- 
cept in counting me as one of your meaneſt ſervitors. Then were theſe * 
greetings interrupted by Don Byianel and the reſt, that received him 
with no lefscoprteſics and imbracings, then if he where their gene- 
ral commander, eſpectallßſ the Duke, wWho needs would welcome 
him on his knees, though he knew-not his 3 ſave that he 
acknowledged he had by bis means repoſſeſt his whole eſtate and 
life? and with infinite gladneſs he thus began: I greatly wonder, 
moſt renowned Knight of the Golden Image how you were able tobe 
at the Tourney after I here ſaw the proweſs by you donel To 
wham he replyed, 1 bave ( moſt excellent Duke) done no ad 
187 your memory. 80 will (ſaid he) none of DonGalfeo's | 
Knights affirm, For at your retutn we found above 200 of them 
with their maſter ſlain And we beſeech you to dilate unto us the 
dauſe of their coming to our Palace, and what after hapned to yon ſince 
your departure, ba 8: ſtayed ſo long, remaining chue (cruelly - 
wounded, Then thus ROE de) they purpoſed treacherouſly. - 
{0 murther me, though by the help of the immortal Gods, their 
ntent was fruſtrated. The reſt 1 am not able to diſcourſe; for 
my wounds will not permit me; but of theſe Ladies ſnall you 
know the event of all things, whoſe good entertainment I requeſt; , 
even as to my Lady and Miſtreſs the Princeſs here preſent. 
Whereupon Don Bellianis was carried to his lodging, and laid 
in his Bed, where by the Damſels he was again dreſſed, who 
reatly wondered at his many and dangerous Wongdds : And having : 
l left him alone quietly to take his reſtz for his extream

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pain, chiefly the Wound of his Thigh, made fim roar like a Bull 
baited with Dogs. The Ladies being come forth were moſt Gour- 
teouſly. entertained of the Lords, greatly admiring the b 
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deeds they heard of that Valorous Knight. Straight were the 
dies covered (good Order being given, for the Palaces ſafety.) 
and they all ſat down to Supper, where the Damſels diſcourſed the 
Acts of the Knight of the Golden Image in their preſence done, 
 Gaying, Scarce dare we report his admirable Chivalries, leſt our 
Words be not Credited: Vet have we been Eye · witgeſfes of bis 
deeds. Then were they iatreated. by the Knights to unfold them, 
ſaying, that if they had ſeen what before happen d him, they 
would little eſteem: thoſe they fear'd to rehearſe... __ 


There can none be Comparable to theſe ( anſwer'd the Dam- 
ſels: ) And therefore we will ſatisfie you: And fo recounted all 
that him befel, after they met with bim, with words of high Re- 
now n, to the Eternizing of his Glory. Whoſ ever ſhal hear 
{ ſaid the Duke) the admired wonders of this Knight, may hard- 
ly believe them: And ſure I am, no Knight will ever perform 
what: he hath done in fo ſhort time: And ſo reiterating all his ex- 
ploits ( as heretofare are ſet down.) Oh what polterity will be- 
lie ve in future Ages, theſe no leſs great than admirable Prowel- 
ſes of this not only victorious, bur happy and never ſufficient 
praiſed Knight. Theſe and ſuch like Matters did theſe Princes 
treat of at Table concerning Hon Bel ianis The Princeſs had by this 
known the Damſels, and they her: yep either thought the contrary 
by their Silence. But the Princeſs, dane in 157 Cauſe, was that 
they were ſo forewarned by Don  Felſrunts;laid. the ſhovld-wirhd! av 
her ſelf to Reſt, and take thoſe Damſels with her, and was, con- 
ducted to their Chamber. The Knight, after her Departure, ſet-

him; but having no advantage of ſtrengrh over h'm, Claxsneo to eſ- 
cape his hands, bravely pluckt him to him, that both fell down, where 
he was pitifully wounded, and had not his ſtrong armor defended him 
he had loſt his life: and getting from the Gyant he began a cruel fight, 
with great danger: whom Palineo ſeeing ſo fore wounded, wondered 
how he breath'd. DonBrianel was in no leſs peril, for ſo many laid hold 
on him, with haſte to paſs by, that he bled as faſt as any of them: in 
danger were they all three, looking for nothing but death, tho' the 
King and Traitor Garzano were wounded no leſs thanithey ; for 
Clarineo meaning to leave his life reveng'd, ſo laid on them, that 
all were imbrued in t heir own blood: and whoſoever had ſeen 
them would rather have judged them ſo many raging Tygers, 
or hungry Lyons, than Knights hoping of no ſaccour of them 
without ; for though they tryed to enter, could not approach. the 
Gates, defended by the Gyants Garriſon.
